The 1,500-man police force 
was put on special 12-hour 
shifts Monday after windows 
were smashed at City Hall 
while they mayor met inside 
with Puerto Rican leaders. 
At least 400 police officers

streets, 
some in riot gear. 
Gibson co n ferred with 
police brass into the early 
morning hours but stopped 
short 
of 
p ro claim in g 
a 
formal curfew. 
Police cars equipped with 
lo u d sp eak e rs cru ised the 
downtown stre e ts, b ro a d ­ 
casting the m ayor’s appeal 
“ to get off the streets and 
stay indoors until further 
notice.”

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Kindergarten or Not? 


Most Child Specialists Say ‘Yes ’ 


(First of a 
two-part series) 
School has begun. 
Parents of four-year-olds 
will probably be thinking a 
good deal 
about school 
between now and a year 
from now when many will be 
sending their children to 
kindergarten for the first 
time. 


One of the first decisions 
parents will be making is 
whether or not they even 
should send their child to 
kindergarten since in Texas 
kindergarten is not com­ 
pulsory. 


Most 
early 
childhood 
development 
specialists 
recommend 
kindergarten. 


Texas Education Agency’s 
consultant in elementary 
education, Libby Vernon, 
says that, “ The whole thrust 
of the kindergarten program 
in Texas is to develop each 
child’s oral language and 
social skills, those 
skills 
necessary for later progress 
in school The appropriate 
behavior a child develops in 
kindergarten should take 
him very far towards a good 
adjustment in first grade 
and beyond. 
“ Moreover,’’ says Ms. 
Vernon, 
“ acceptance 
and 
encouragement of a child’s 
particular 
ethnic 
and 
cultural background has now 
become important to the 
kindergarten program, and 
if well-employed this should 
give a child a greater sense 
of self-worth. There are a 
number of studies which 
demonstrate 
that 
those 
children with good self- 


concepts do perform better 
academically.” 
If parents decide on kin­ 
dergarten for their child, 
early childhood specialists 
recommend a number of 
things to help the child get 
ready. 
A ctually, 
concerned 
parents 
prepare 
their 
children for school from the 
time of their birth. 
“ As you’ve given your 
child rich and happy living in 
a 
loving 
family, 
and 
challenged him with more 
and more responsibility, you 
have been preparing him for 
school,” says Dr. Laura L. 
Dittman, professor at the 
Institute for Child Study at 
the University of Maryland. 
A child, before he enters 
kindergarten, should have 


had all recommended shots. 
Any pediatrician, family 
physician or clinic will be 
happy to set up a schedule. 
Vision, 
auditory 
and 
dental examinations per­ 
formed by qualified op­ 
tometrists 
or 
op- 
thomologists, audiologists or 
pediatricians, and dentists, 
even if not demanded by law, 
are recommended. If a child 
cannot see or hear will, he 
will have difficulty in school 
regardless 
of 
his 
in­ 
telligence; and problems 
with teeth or gums can 
easily prevent a child from 
concentrating on anything 
else. Prevention in these 
areas can begin as early as 
three, when the child is 
verbal enough to understand 
directions. 


In addition to other kinds 
of preparation, parents can 
help 
the 
four-year-old 
acquire a few basic skills 
which 
will 
make 
kin­ 
dergarten go much more 
smoothly. 
If the child who enters 
kindergarten already knows 
how to dress himself, cross 
streets properly, and has a 
few simple listening and 
learning skills, it will be 
easier for the teacher to take 
him from there into the more 
formal world of learning. 
Parents who provide their 
children with these skills 
help give the child in­ 
dependence 
and 
good 
feelings about himself. 
(Part two will deal with 
pre-kindergarten skills for 
the four-year-old.)

AUSTIN, Tex. (U PI) - 
More than two-thirds of the 
254 counties in Texas lost 
p o p u la tio n 
th ro u g h 
migration during the 1960s, 
the editor of Texas Business 
Review reported today. 
Robert H. Ryan said a 
study of population shifts 
showed that 185 of the 254 
counties lost population 
through migration in the 10- 
year period ending in 1970, 
but in some of the counties 
the excess of births over 
deaths was great enough to 
offset the migration losses. 
“ With 
striking 
con­ 
sistency, the rural counties 
that have lost population 
through migration have lost 
proportionately far more 
Negroes than whites,” Ryan 
said. 
He said the state’s Negro 
population increased during 
the 1960s at a rate 55 per cent 
higher 
than 
the 
white 
population. 
“ Two factors accounted 
for this differential,” Ryan 
said. “ First, more than a 
third 
of 
Texas’ 
total

migration gain was due to an 
influx 
of 
Negroes, 
a 
dramatic contrast with the 
black flight from the south­ 
east. Second, the Negro birth 
rate has been very sub­ 
stantially higher than the 
white birth rate.” 
He said the birth rate 
among Negroes is one factor 
in 
maintaining 
the 
population levels in inner 
cities in Texas. Cities such 
as Baltimore, St. Louis, and 
Detroit have lost population 
in the central city areas, but 
no city in Texas has suffered 
such a loss as yet, Ryan said. 
“ One factor is currently 
helping forestall population 
decline in many cities, the 
percentage of Negroes in 
central cities has tended to 
rise sharply since 1960, and 
the Negro birth rate, much 
higher than the white birth 
rate, is contributing to the 
support of city populations 
and changing their ethnic 
mix.”

Study Reveals 
Patients Fear Drugs

LOS AN G ELES (U PI) - 
Many mentally disturbed 
persons refuse to take all the 
medication needed to help 
them and a recent study 
revealed that “ unbearable” 
side effects of some drugs 
are among the reasons. 
A 
V e t e r a n s 
Administration 
hospital 
study, and a review by Dr. 
Theodore 
Van 
Putten 
of 
several independent studies, 
found that between 24 and 63 
per cent of patients being 
treated for schizophrenia 
take less than the amount of 
drugs 
prescribed. 
Van 
Putten said the estimate was 
conservative. 
He said the reluctance to 
take medication was a major 
problem in the treatment of 
some mental illnesses and 
brings about the relapse of 
the illness and readmissions 
for many outpatients. 
Van Putten, a psychiatrist 
at 
the 
Brentwood 
VA 
hospital here, said one 
researcher speculated that 
paranoid 
schizophrenic 
patients refused to take the 
full 
medication 
dosage 
because they resent being 
told what to do —which is 
part of the problem being 
treated. 
Other 
re s e a rc h e rs 
believed an important cause 
of the problem was that 
drugs force the patient to 
admit he is sick and other 
patients saw medication as 
an 
external 
dominating 
agent 
identified 
as 
an 
irrational authority. 
But Van Putten said in a 
report 
in 
the 
medical 
journal, Archives of General 
Psychiatry, that a major 
problem is that the drugs — 
phenothiazines —are often 
extrapyramidal, 
or cause 
confusion of the central 
nervous sytem which brings 
about 
any 
of 
several 
physical reactions ranging 
from 
uncomfortable 
to 
unbearable. 
The reaction is called “ ex- 
trapyramidai involvement” 
or EPI. It can be observed in 
various syndromes including 
extreme nervous agitation, 
droughts

psychodynamic aspects of 
E P I, rigidity and immobility 
were often equated 
with 
paralysis and in many cases 
the “ prime verbalized fear 
was death.” 
Van Putten’s conclusion 
was that even mild E P I must 
be avoided because while it 
may go undetected by the 
physician, it would always 
be all too obvious to the 
patient. 
Van Putten said one of the 
overall problems was that 
the E P I threshhold could 
radically 
change 
very 
suddenly and thus patients 
should be seen frequently.
